As required by law the annual report of the County officers and 
agents, together with the proceedings of the County Convention, 
is herewith respectfully submitted. The need of improved sanitary 
conditions at the almshouse and jail has long been apparent, and the 
attention of several boards of commissioners has been called to the 
same by the Secretary of the State Board of Health. With the debt of 
the county reduced to a small amount, and the reasonable price of la- 
bor and building material, the past season was regarded by both the 
outgoing and incoming Boards of Commissioners as a favorable time 
to make such changes, improvements and additions to the jail and alms- 
house as would make them compare favorably with other like institu- 
tions 1n the State. The subject was presented to the county delegation 
and met their unanimous approval, and as will be seen by the report 
of their proceedings the Commissioners were authorized to complete 
the same agreeably to plans and specifications furnished by Dow & 
Wheeler, contractors, of Concord, N. H. The contract for doing the 
wood, brick and stone work above the foundations was awarded to 
Gardner Cook & Son. of Laconia, for the sum of $13,450. The com- 
mittee have the pleasure of saying that it seemed to be the purpose of 
the contractors to have the work done ina painstaking and careful 
manner. The plumbing was well done by Lawrence & Parshley of La- 
conia. 


The old jail has been taken down and rebuilt, and is now regarded 
as one of the most secure and best appointed in the State. The iron 
and steel work for the jail was furnished by the Hall Safe & Lock Co. of 
Cincinnati, O., and is highly satisfactory. An addition to the alms- 
house, 36x86 feet, gives an increase of 16 rooms for inmates, besides 
attic and school room, with office and reception room and two cham- 
bers in addition. The basement is conveniently arranged for laundry 


igs 


and other purposes, and the whole supplied with a system of sewerage 
and drainage, and additional tank room for water to successfully oper- 
ate the same. The cost of making the improvements has largely ex- 
ceeded the preliminary estimates, being in round numbers about $20,- 
200, aside from labor by help on the farm, and as will be seen by the 
treasurer’s report has materially increased the County debt, but with no 
extraordinary expense, and with the amount appropriated for improve- 
-ments to be raised in the two ensuing years, the debt should be largely 
reduced. In making the changes and improvements it has been the pur- 
pose of the Commissioners to have the same done in a plain, thorough, 
and substantial manner. As completed, the almshouse is convenient, 
commodious, and well adapted for the purposes required. Mr.and Mrs. 
Clark have been engaged as Superintendent and Matron of the alms- 
house for the ensuing year, May 1, 1886.

And the convention would respectfully suggest to the Honorable 
Commissioners of the county, that where continuous aid is required by 
any individual, to the extent of $100 or more, per annum, that such 
person be removed to the county farm, (except in extreme cases) be- 
lieving that the cause of humanity and justice will be equally subserved 
thereby ata much less expense to the county, 

An amendment by Mr. Hackett of Belmont was accepted by Mr. 
Philbrick. On motion of Mr. Hackett of Belmont, voted, that that 
portion of Mr. Philbrick’s recommendation as relates to the appropria- 
tion for the year ending May 1, A. D., 1887 be adopted, and also a 
recommendation for the same amount identical with the above intro- 
duced by Mr. Philbrick for the year ending May 1, 1888. 

Sylvester J. Lamprey of Laconia, and Henry F. Rublee of Be ek 
were chosen auditors tor the year. 1886 and 1887. 

On motion of Mr. Mason of Centre Harbor, a committee of three, 
consisting of Messrs. Mason of Centre Harbor, Hackett of Belmont, 
and Philbrick of Tilton, were appointed by the chairman to frame and 
present a resolution of recommendation to the Commissioners in regard 
to external poor. The following, presented by Mr. Philbrick was 
adopted: ‘‘And the Convention would suggest to the Honorable Com- 
missioners that where continuous aid is required by any individual to 
the extent of one hundred dollars or more, per year, that such individ- 
ual be removed to the farm, believing the cause of humanity and justice 
will be equally well subserved thereby, at much l¢gss expense to the 
county.”

In accordance with the law of the State I herewith submit the follow- 
ing report: 

When I assumed the duties of the office I found the criminal docket 
clear. At the September term, 1885, four indictments were found by 
the Grand Jury, for the following offences. One for larceny; one for 
aggravated assault; one for breaking and entering and stealing a horse ; 
and one for keeping liquors for sale—three of which were disposed of 
on a plea of guilty, and one still remains on the docket, for the reason 
that the respondent has never been arrested. 

At the March term, 1886, thirteen indictments were found, as fol- 
lows: One for burglary; one for larceny; one breaking and entering 
with intent to steal; one for cruelty to animals; one for conspiring to 
defraud ; four for obtaining goods under false pretences; and four for 
violation of the liquor law. Four of these were disposed of in various 
ways, on pleas of guilty; two trials and acquittals, and there are now 
pending seven indictments. 

During the year there has been no action on the civil docket in which 
the County is interested.
